The 1929 National Better Homes 
Competition furnished all architects, 
draftsmen, and other home designers 
with an opportunity to win "fame and 
fortune" ... an opportunity to emerge 
from obscurity. 

Twenty-nine thousand dollars in 
prizes were offered by Home Owners 
Institute for the best home designs 
submitted by architects and designers. 
The contestants were given practically 
free reign, The contest was supported 
by leading manufacturers who saw in 
the competition an opportunity to 
profit by introducing their products 
under the most favorable circum- 
stances.

More than 3,000 representative 
architects and home designers entered 
the competition. 

To make the winning plans repre- 
sentative, designs were classified ac- 
cording to geographical divisions and 
prizes were awarded for the three best 
designs emanating from each of the 
thirteen different regional divisions. 

These 39 winning designs were 
judged again by a committee repre- 
senting the very highest architectural 
authority, and three grand prize win- 
ners selected. These three received 
$5,000, $3,000 and $1,500 respec- 
tively.

Present-day architects insist upon kitchen equipment being so 
arranged that it is readily accessible from all parts of the kitchen 
and also from the dining room. 



LIGHTING

more windows where the light will fall on the center of most 
activity. An electric light is generally placed over the sink. Central 
lights to give adequate illumination to range, refrigerator and 
other important units are also provided.
